The fact is thata select graup 
of writers make a-fixe figure in- 
come; quite a number makea 
bare thousand a year the average 
author who publishes 1 novel ree 
gularle every year, but nover 
reaches “be<t seller’ rank, makes 
possibly £593 a year. A well 
Knowo publisher tolt me the 
other day that 30 per cent. of the 


“} novels he published in 1923 would 


make a bare fifty pounds apiece 
fortheir wriers. Oa tha other 
hand he had just sent a cheque 
for six thousand pounds to a 
well-knewn woman novolist. 
This represented her profits 
for six months and did not 
include film rights which bad 
sold for fifteen hundred. 

the thirteen thousand which 
Mrs. Asquith is reputed to have 
made from her first book, and the 
fifteen thousand which Mr. Chur- 
chill admitted making cut of his 
War book are figures which only 
such writers as Wells, Bennett, 
Ethel Dell, wad Hall Caine reach 
for a singl@ “book serialized on 
both sides of the Atlantic and 
translated into s dozen languages.

WEMBLEY EXHIBITS. 


No Competitve Awards. 


“An important ‘decision ix ane 
nounced by the Board of the 
British Empire Exhibition. Many 
representative exbibitors pressed 
strongly that awards on the 
competitive system should not be 
made, and it was felt that the 
difficulties experienced at past 
exhibitions in assessing the dif- 
ferent exhibits-under this system 
would be enormous!y increased 
at the Wembley . Exhibition, 
where the only competition would 
be among exhibits of the various 
parts of the Empire.’ Steps were 
therefore taken to ascertain 
whether exhibiturs would not 
prefer, in the interests of every 
one concerned, te abandon com- 
petitive awards altogether. The 
Overseas Governments’ expressed 
themselves in favour of abandon-, 
ing competition, as did the ma- 
jority of exbivitors in the United 
Kingdom sections. The Board 
have therefore amended the Re- 
gulationsofthe Exhibition. A com-, 
memorative medal, accompanied 
by,a decorative certificate, will be 
awarded to each exhibitor who 
has rented space in the United 
Kingdom Section, “India, the 
Dominions, Colonies, Protector- 
ates, and Mandated Territories 
will receive. for distribution 
among’ their exhibitors a .suffic- 
‘ient supply of identical medals 


and certificates.

USE OF NAVAL 
INSTALLATIONS, 


The subject of wireless com- 
munication between Hongkong 
and Canton whenever ordinary 
telegraphic transmission be inter 
rupted (as it aften is) has beon th 
subject of correspondence between 
the local Chamber of Cammerce, 
the Canton British Chamber of 
Commerce, and shipping agents, 
and representations in the matter 
have been made to Government, 


From the anaual report of the 
Hongkong Chamber wa extract 
the following portion of a letter 
addressed in September by the 
Chamber to the Colonial Secre- 
tary 

“This. Chamber has recently 
again had under consideration 
the unsatisfactory state of tele- 
graphi¢é communication between 
Hongkong and Canton, upon 
which subject a letter was 
addressed to the Government on 
the 20th March last. 7 

The service under the control 
of the Chinese Talegraph, Admini- 
stration is so frequently in- 
terrupted as to impede vory 
seriously the commercial rela- 
tions between the two ports, and 
the Chamber earnestly invites 
the assistance of the Guternment 
in endeavouring to secure for 
merchants an alternative means 
of communication when, for any 
reason, the Ordinary’. service is 
suspended. Wireless installations 
on Naval vessels naturally sug- 
gest themselves for this purpose 
and the Chamber asks "the Gov- 
ernment to seek the cooperation 
of the. Naval Authorities to 
secure the end in view. 

It is suggested that if the 
Naval ‘Autnorities cannot them- 
selves provide additional! wireless 
statl tor’ gunboats - once tne 
principle of transmitting commer- 
cial messages by Naval vessels is 
‘established — they might be 
willing to permit the Hongkong 
Government to furnish the addi- 
tional wireless staff necessary. In 
this connection it may be added 
tpat the Chamber hopes that the 
day is not far distant when the 
Government will. establish a 
training school for Chinese 
operators in Wireless ‘lelegraphy. 
Service on” gunboats migot ul- 
timately form a usetul part of the 
training of senior students in such 
an establishment.”

LOCAL STORM. 
"WARNINGS, 


| SUGGESTED STATION ON 


PRATAS ISLAND, 


From the report to be presented 
at. the annual meeting of the 
Hongkong General Chamber of 
Commerce we extract the follow- 
ing references t  s& proposed 
station an Pratas Island to serve 
as a typhoon warning centre -— 

At a-joint meeting held last 
year of the General Committee 
and the Shipping Sub-Committee 
the question. of storm warnings 
was discussed, In this connection 
Mr. Claxton, Director of tho” 
Obsorvatory, said: “The naxt 
‘item is the question of radio.” 
telegraphic stations at various 
points-—a very expensive affair: 
I do ‘not suppdsa they will 
ba erected at once, but’ we 
certainly ought to begin with 
the Pratas. Cape d’Aguilar cost 
about ‘$100.00 to install, ‘and 
costs about $69,000 a sear to keap 
up. Wedon't want anything so 
elaborate as that, but it is going 

cost alot of money.” “ 

The Chairman: “It may be * 
cheaper in the long rus.” : 

Mr. Edkins: “Our, suggestion 
was in favour of dealing with 
that through the Chinese Mari- 
time Customs, ‘that being a 
Chinese island. They would 
probably deal with it more quickly 
than anyone else and it would re- 

move the international difficulty.” 

Mr. Claxton considered that 
intelligent, reliable men could do 
the work, and the Hon. Mr.. Parr 
expressed doubt as to whether 

such men would care to work in 
such a remote place. 

The .opinion. that a Wireless 
and Observing Station should be 
established on the Pratas shoat 
was reaffirmed. 

-.The following letter was ad- 
dressed to the Chamber by Mr. 
BR. Sutherland last November :— 

“T recontly had a call from 
Captain Hailey of the “ Empress 
of Australia,” who informs me 
that, during his last trip across 
the Pacific in the “Empress of 
Canada” Sir Francis. Aglen, In- 
spector General of Chinese Cus- 


jtoms, Was & passenger. 


Captain Hailey states that Sir 
Francis discussed with him the 
possibilities of erecting a wireless 
station on the Pratas Shoal! and 
was interested to know that your 
Chamber had already.-recom- 
mended the scheme. He stated 
that if the Chamber of Commerce 
would submit their recommenda- 
tions to him he would do al! pos- 
sible to carry ou, your wishes, 
and: he would appear ‘to have 
spoken very hopefully of the 
chances of success. ~~ 

Sir Francis thought that it 
might be possible to get the 
Chinese Government to first place 
asmall light there inthe way of 
“the thin end of the wedge,” and 
it would then be easier to eventu- 
ally install an observing and. 
wireless installation. I pointed 
out to"Captain Hailey that I un- 
derstood from seafaring men that 
a light was really not required, in 
fact it was generally considered 
undesirable, es the vicinity of the 
Pratas was a place ta be avoided, 
and not “made for” witha view 
of picking up 8 ship's position. 
Captain’Hailey concurred with 
these views, but suggested :hat 
the matter might be left to Sir 
Francis Agten to consider, I un- 
derstand Sir. Claud Severn wes 
also a passenger ‘and at times 
discussed the proposal with the 
Inspector General. It seems’ 
to me that this is an opportunity 
not to be lost, and I would.sug- 
‘gest for the consideration of your 


Committee a ‘proposal that ths-~._. : 


Inspector General be addressed 
direct by your Chamber, and 5 
general resume sent. him of’ all 
that has been done up to date. 
It will then be necessary, I pre- 
sume, to advise the Local Govern-. 
ment what is transpiring, who in 
turn will inform H.B.M. Minister 
at Peking.” .
